CAR SLEUTHS 


Keeping Tab on 57,000 Cars a Month ig Work of 


Manifest Bureau in Helping Move SP 


ASIDE from the actual transporting 
of material, one of the most im- 
portant functions of the railroad in 
handling the war load is to keep mili- 
tary authorities and war industries ac- 
curately informed as to the whereabouts 
of shipments in transit. 

This serves the twofold purpose of 
helping to keep war production on 
schedule and speeding up the unloading 
of vitally needed cars. 

If you have ever watched a long 
freight train roll by, its consist includ- 
ing cars from railroads in scattered 
parts of the United States, you're prab- 
ably wondering: “How is it humanly 
possthle ta keen track of all those cars?” 

The answer, insofar as loaded cars are 
concerned, is found at SF headquarters 
in an office known as the System Mani- 
fest Freight Traffic Service Bureau, but 
commonly called the “Manifest Bureau.” 
However, perhaps a more appropriate 
title would be, “We'll-tell-you-where- 
your-freight-shipment-is Bureau,” for 
that's what its staff of 32 fast-moving 
men and women is doing 24 hours a 
day. 

To get a picture of how this nerve 
center for the movement of freight traf- 
fic works, {et's follow car SP-00000, 
westbound via the Sunset Route with a 
load of propellers for the Floatwell 
Shipyards in San Francisco. 

When the car leaves New Orleans, a

wire report known as a “manifest” is 
sent to San Francisco, which lets us 
know the car is on its way, what train 
it is in, who the shipper is, where the 
car is destined and name of the con- 
signee. Upon receipt of the manifest re- 
port, the San Francisco office geis on 
the trail of that car and shadows it 
until it reaches its destination, 

This is done by what is known as 
passing reports, which are wired in as 
the car passes through the more im- 
portant terminals, telling what time the 
car arrived and departed. In the case of 
SP-00000, our carload of propellers, 
passing reports are received in San 
Francisco from Houston, San Antonio, 
Ei Paso, Yuma and Los Angeles. 

If the car happened to be set out for 
repairs while enroute, the station or 
nearest station would wire where the 
car was and why it was set out, Then, 
when repairs were completed and the 
car was ready to move again, another 
wire report would tell time of departure. 

Each report is carefully recorded by 
the record clerks in the Manifest Bu- 
reau, Thus, when the Floatwel] Ship- 
yard telephones in and wants to know 
where SP-00000 is and when to expect 
it, it is a simple job for the tracer or 
information clerk to Iook up the car 
and say: “SP-00000 was out of El Paso 
last night at 10 p.m." Then, when the

car arrives, the shipyard is prepared to 
take delivery and unload promptly. 

Simple did we say? Just multiply car 
SP-00000 by 57,000 cars each month, 
eastbound and westbound over three 
different routes and you get an idea of 
the task being performed by the Mani- 
fest Bureau staff, of whom twenty-two 
are women. 

The bureau is jointly operated by the 
Freight Traffic and Transportation de- 
partments. The transportation force un- 
der John Coleman, schedule and mani-

fest clerk, maintains records and expe- 
dites movement of delayed and “hot” 
cars, while the Traffic group, under M. 
. Ragland, chief of train service bu- 
“ceau, answers a battery of phones, giv- 
ing shippers and consignees up-to-the- 
minute information on their shipments. 
On an average day, these tracer clerks 
handle about 1,600 telephone calls. 
And that's not all, Included in the 
Manifest Bureau, which is reminiscent 
of a stirred-up beehive, are the Army- 
Navy bureau, headed by experienced 
Charley Rodney, who keeps track of 
all military loads; the Embargo-Quaran- 
tine Bureau, in charge of R. J. Harries; 
and the hot-spot of the office, the “Di- 
version bureau, staffed by, energetic 
Arden Ackert and his pretty and able 
assistant, Jane Corwin, In the first nine 
months of 1943, they handled 45,670 
diversions (changes in destinations of 
cars enroute). Jane did her share in 
that time, too, She wrote 24,115 letters,

telegrams and mailgrams, a record out- 
put in anybedy's book. 

In these days of heavy traffic, un- 
avoidable delays to cars do occur. But 
if information is furnished ‘consignees 
as to probable arrival time of cars, pro- 
duction and loading and unloading sched- 
ules can be adjusted accordingly, saving 
countless precious hours on the produc- 
tion front. That is why the work of the 
Manifest Bureau plays such an impott- 
ant part in the tremendous war job be- 
ing done by Southern Pacific.

“WILDCAT RAILROAD” 


IXTEEN veteran hoggers of the SP, 

still young enough to enjoy “playing” 
with trains, helped Engineer Billy Jones 
of the Dazlight dedicate his one-third 
fult size railroad system, which he has 
named “Wildcat Railroad,” October 16, 
at Los Gatos. Some 300 townspeople 
turned out for the celebration, including 
Mayor Stanley Mills and the Los Gatos 
high school band. 

A gold plated spike was driven in the 
final tie of the 18-inch gauge line by 
L. M. MacDermott of Oakland, on the 
29th anniversary of 2 similar cecemony 
on the $250,000 Overfair Railroad he 
built for the 1915 S. F. World's Fair. 

What Billy Jones spent on his Wildcat 
Railroad wasn't reveated, but it is no toy. 
The 2-6-2 locomotive cost approximately 
$4,000 when it was new, 35 years ago, 
and still develops 250 horsepower under 
125 pounds working pressure. Burning 
oil, it is equipped with injectors, air 
brake: and other operating devices of its 
prototype. Jones painted it in the gay 
red and orange of his beloved Daylight. 

Joseph W. Ostle, district freight and 
passenger agent, San Jose, represented 
SP officials. J. J. Jordan, Coast Division 
superintendent, telegraphed his congratu- 
lations. H. E. Carter of Bayshore, assis- 
tant master mechanic for Coast Division, 
assisted in final inspection of the loco- 


motive by P. J. Rauch, inspector for the 
Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and 
Insurance company. Then Engineer 
Jones opened the throttle and pulled 
trainloads of gleeful passengers, young 
and old, around the 3,000 feet of line 
that circles through his prune orchard. 

It was a happy but not a frivolous 
occasion, The Rev, Nottley Stever Ham- 
mack, pastor of Los Gatos Presbyterian 
church, gave thanks “for all good rail. 
road men” and asked God to “give us 
plenty of boiler pressure and sand, to 
give us traction in life even though the 
rails are slippery.” 

Principal speaker at the dedication of 
the line was Will S. Corbin, engineer for 
50 years. Fred Reynolds, senior engineer 
of the Daylight, acted as master of cere- 
monies and represented Local 161, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 
Other engineers, active and retired, who 
were guests of honor, included Charles 
Matthews, L. D. Courtermarsh, Ollie

Extremely red of face, Joe gently 
hangs up the phone, reaches for his 
phone book as the curtain falls. 

While statistics are not available on 
the amount of wrong numbers called 


during a day, it is a fact that they reach 
serious proportions in tying up vitally 
needed communications. Some of this, 
according to A, W. Flanagan, superin- 
tendent of telegraph, is the result of 
trusting to memory instead of referring 
to telephone directories, but for the most 
part it's due to careless dialing. 

“You can save time and effort,” he 
said, “by remembering to listen first for 
the dial tone and then by not forcing 
nor retarding the dial.” 

Flanagan also reminded all telephone 
users of the following suggestions made 
by President Mercier earlier this year: 

1, When possible where forces are on 
duty, utilize lines before 8 a.m. and 
after 5 p.m. 

2. Telephone conversations should be 
as brief as possible. 

3. Lines should not be held while 
records are being procured. 

4, Telephone lines should be used 
only when telegraph ot mail will not 
serve the purpose, 

“Keeping these suggestions in mind 
constantly," Flanagan said, “will greatly 
telieve our overburdened Lines.”

Suggestions Speed SP War Job 


im SHOPS and yards, in offices and 
on the trains—wherever they may be 
working at their war jobs over the far- 
flung Pacific Lines network-—Southern 
Pacific men and women are busily giv- 
ing thought to ways to improve the 
operation of their own jobs to still fur- 
ther speed the war effort. 

And so the employe suggestion boxes 
continue to turn up good ideas thought 
up by SP employes for ways to do their 
jobs in simpler, safer and better man- 
her to speed war production. 

Two ideas chosen for iftustration in 
the Bulletin this month were those sub- 
mitted by Machinist Earl Eckenberg of 


Los Angeles and Machinist Bruno Hauer - 


of Sacramento. 

Eckenberg devised jigs for centering 
alternator and pump motor heads for 
boring and fitting bushings. The use of 
these jigs has eliminated previous dif- 
ficultics due to heads being off center 
and out of round, 

Hauer is shown with several gauges 
made up at his suggestion. These 
gauges are used in checking lateral al- 
Jowances for driving wheel and boxes 
and with particular reference to lateral 
motion device wheels and boxes. Their 
use eliminates mistakes ‘formerly made 
when lateral was checked with a wooden 
stick and figures. 

Schedule Foreman §$. S. Harris of 
the Locomotive Dept., Sacramento, sug- 
gested purchase of a caterpillar tractor 
for use principally around locomotive 
transfer table, moving superheater unit 
cars, lye pit cars, flue cars, tenders on 
which there are no couplets, driving 
and tender wheels, push cars, booster 


engines and engine trucks on and off 
transfer table. Use of the tractor has 
saved 80 man hours per day. 

Mrs. Marjorie McFadden, secretary 
to Auditor of Misccltaneous Accts., SF, 
suggested that general office telephone 
number and local extension in bureau, 
by which particular correspondence is 
handled, be shown on outgoing letters 
so incoming calls can be made direct to 
bureau instead of party being trans- 
ferred from one telephone to another. 

Machinist W. F, Vallis, Bakersfeid, 
made suggestions for changes in driver 
wheel journal lathe which resulted in 
journals now being turned out in short 
time. CC. M. Ebbs, boilermaker fore- 
man, Bakersfield, made a suggestion for 
handling brick jobs on engines which 
has saved considerable time. 

Check Clerk W. T. Mitchell ot 
Phoenix Freight House suggested a sys- 
tem for segregating shipments that has 
speeded unloading and delivery,

—eleven attractive, patriotic young 
women from the SF Freight Claim and 
Freight Protection departments, who 
are contributing practically all of their 
spare time to war work, 

Organized on SP War Service Day, 
June 15, these feminine dynamos have 
become widely acclaimed in the Bay 
Area for the excellent work they are 
doing on the home front. Since that 
time they have donated 44 pints of 
blood to the Red Cross. Thirty-three 
lucky SP servicemen from their office 
are on their mailing list for two letters 
a month. Each girl also has eight other 
men of the armed forces with whom she 
regularly corresponds. They write nearly 
a hundred letters a week. But that's only 
a small part of their activities. 

On Monday evenings, Helen Hack- 
mann, leader of the group, and Eleanor 
Burke are hostesses at the Stage Door 
Canteen, while the rest of the Victor- 
ettes are occupied with correspondence 
and knitting. Tuesday is meeting and 
social night, when plans are discussed 
for fature activities. This is also party 
night and many a serviceman will long 
remember a Victorette party, Wednes- 
day and Thursday are Red Cross nights, 
when the girls roll bandages, pack sur- 
vivor kits and generally assist in the 
work of this organization. Friday night 
is servicemen’s lounge night, either at 
the Ferry Building or 3rd and Town- 
send Street Station. Their ability as en- 
tertaining conversationalists, to say noth- 
ing of their dancing, makes them favor- 
ites with the men in uniform, Saturday 
is their night off although they often 
go bowling or spend it with their favor- 


ite serviceman if he isn’t at some far 
off point, in which case it’s his night 
for that special kind of letter from his 
best gicl. 

On a recent Saturday evening the 
girls sponsored a dance for servicemen 
at Alameda through the USO, One Sun- 
day a month they visit Letterman Hos- 
pital, taking gifts and entertainment to 
the soldiers, many of whom have re- 
turned from battle zones. But it’s not the 
gifts and entertainment alone that are 
doing the boys so much good; it is the 
enjoyment of having a visit from these 
energetic and charming girls, who love 
their work and just wish they had the 
time to do more. 


Operating Results 


OR the nine months ended Septerm- 

ber 30, 1943, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Transpor- 
tation System amounted to $443,092, 
290, or §114,014,881 more than. the 
revenues for the same period of 1942; 
a 35 per cent increase, 

Muring the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $255,965,014, 
or $60,017,211 more than the expenses 
for the same period of last year; a 31 
per cent increase. 

Railway tax accruals, including $91,- 
471,447 for Federal taxes, and $10,943,- 
967 for other taxes, totaled $102,415,- 
414, or $48,290,791 more than such 
accruals for the first nine months of last 
year. After deducting taxes and $18,- 
127,427 of net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities, there was left 
Net Railway Operating Income of $66,- 
584,435, or $1,858,726 more than the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of 1942, 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on bonds 
and equipment trust notes in the hands 
of the public, and other fixed charges. 
For the eight months ended August 31, 
1943, the onal resuit was a Net Income 
of $47,617,158, which compares with a 
net income of $39,165,432 for the same 
period of last year,
